BIDS EOR PAVING - | COL. CITIZENS OBJECT. | LAUNGHING NEW BOAT. 


Delegation Before Council. E. Church Street 
Paving. Council Wil Proceed To Col- 
lect Bills. 


Solomon T. Houston headed a dèle- 
gation of colored property ‘owners 
who live on East Church Street who 
appeared before the City Council at 
& special meeting held Friday evening 
of last week; the delegation was ask- 
ed to appear and hear the amounts 
ef their assessments for improvementa 
made on the street and to enter any 
Objections they might have. Hoerton 
speaking in behalf of the colored peo- 
ple said they did not object to the 
improvements but said they were for 
the most part not able to pay their 
asacssmenta, citing the fact that many 
of them were in the Bullding and 
Loan Associations to pay for improve- 
menta made in their properties in the 
last few years, and these new assess- 
ments made for street paving would be 
very burdensome to the owners. 

President Polk, in speaking for 
the Council said that while he apprec- 
iated the position of the property own’ 
ers the Oounoil had not proceeded in 
the matter until after a law had been 
passed by the Legislature giving them 
the proper authority and after a town 
meeting held a year ago instructed 
them to go ahead, and that they were 
now proceeding along the lines rug- 
gested at that meeting. 

While the Council recognized that 
the assessments would fall heavily on 
some, they were powerless to help 
them only so far as being lenient as 
possible in giving them extended time 
to pay for the iprovements. 

The sum to be paid by the colored 
property holders on E. Oburch Streat 


for improvements, amounts to abont 
$9,600.00 and runs from $65 to $1325 per 
property and the paymente will be 
extreniely hard for some of the colored 
people to moet. '

important Decision Should Be Source of 
Less Migh-Waywardaess On Part Of 
Railway Magnates. 

One more step ot large importance, 
bas been taken in the movement to 
bring American railroads into supjec- 
tion to law and into the line of their 
duty as servants of the people. The 
Supreme Court of the United States 
on Monday last formally declared that 
the primal duty of a carrier is to 
furnish adequate facilities to the pub- 
o, and that duty may well be 
compelled, although by doing so, as 
an incident, some pecuniary loss from 
rendering such service may reaeult."' 

Let it be observed that the court by 
no means decides as some of ita oritics 
will probably urge, that a railroad 
must be forced to conduct its general 
business that it will lose money. This 
would be absurd and fatal. 

The case in point was this: A 
North Oarolina railroad refused to 
run a trian to connect with a train 
upon another road, so that persons 
could, by making the junction, travel 
to the state capital. The plea was 
that tbe running of the train would 
not pay. The state Railroad Com. 
mission determined that, whether tha 
train paid or not, public convenience 
required that it ahonld run.

Asthe duty to furnish necessary 
facilities is co-terminous with the 
powers of the corporation, the obliga- 
tion to disoharge that duty must be 
vonsidered in connection with the ns- 
ture and productiveness of the corpor.

In other words, if the business of 
a railroad, as a totality, produces 
profit, the fact that ove small item of 
service produces no profiit does not re- 
move the obligation to perform such 
service, One of the purposes of the 
creation uf a railroad in, of course, to 
make money for the stockholders. But 
another and quite equally important 
purpose is to supply to the publio fa- 
cilities tor travel. 

It is important to observe that this 
is now the law of the land. The de- 
cision was uttered upon a case in 
North Carolina; but it reaches into 
other states and into Pennsylvania. 

Involved in the decision is the fact 
that a railroad is not at all as has 
been frequently urged, mere private 
property May we hot do what we 
will with our own“ asks the railroad 
officer. No, you may not, in sucha 


| without remedy, but for the existence 
of a sympathetic railroad commission. 

No private person with such a griev- 
ance would have carried the matter up 
through the courts. That necessary 

|fanction could be petformed only by 

a public body actually representing, 
and actually capable of odntending 
for, the rigihs of the people 

Thie experience may serve to 
strengthen the démand that the Leg- 
islature at Harrisburg shall give euch 
la ission to this state. The people 
with almost perfect onanimity desire 
it. It is opposed by the railroads, 

and solely beoause they well know 
that, when the commission shall be 
created, their lawlessness and contempt 
for the public rights will be perempt- 
orily restrained. 

The North Carolina decision is the 
latest demonstration that the rule of 
law for American railroads has at last 
begun. It clinches and fixes all that 
has hitherto been done to make the 
railroad corporation the subordinate, 
rather than the superior, of the pab- 
lic. Not one step backward along 
that course will ever be taken. The 

American people intend to rule this 
land, absolutely and without rivals.

N. V. P. & N. R. R. Will de Remeasured, 
Addition Mado to The Trackage And 
Equipment Te Bo Added. 

The New Tork, Philadelphia and 
Norfolk Railroad Oompany bas been 
notified by the commissioners of Wí- 
comico county to the effect that all 
of the company's property located in 
this county will be reassessed for the 
purpose of taxation during the month 
of May. This property has not been 
Qsaessed since 1696, and as the oom- 
pany has probably doubled its mile- 
age within the county limits since 
that time in the way of double tracks 
and siding, the assessable basis of 
the company has been largely inorea- 
eed. The commissioners hold that 
the company’s property and trackage 
is not assessed at enough per mile, 
and that the roiling stock, a portion 
ef which is allowed to (he assessment 
of this county, will also be óonaider- 
eå in the reassoments.

The right of eminent domain be- 
longs to the sovereign authority, 
namely, the people. Given to the 
railroad company, it is a precious 
possession, and the giver ia warrant- 
ed in taking care that the receiver of 
it shall not abuse it. 

Te it fair, for example, that; the 
Pennsylvania Railroad Company, after 
seizing private property so that it 
might build ita low grade freight liue 
from Lancaster eastward should refuse 
to carry passengers on that line or to 
put in sidings for theeuse of business 
men 

Some years ngo the Reading Rail- 
way stopped running passenger trains 
on the Plymouth branch from the 
North Penn to the Schuylkill Valley.

Among the vessele sold was the 
Sane Parell a first class battleship. 
built only twenty years ago at a cost 
of $8,600,000. This expensive piece 
of property brought only $138,000. 
The third class battleahip Conqueror, 
costing $2,100,000, brought -§85,000. 
The first class afmored cruiser, Un- 
daunted, which cost - $1,200,000, 
brought $72,000. Three other vessels 
were diaposed of at bargain prices. 

The stipulation that the vessels 
should be broken up in England pre- 
vented their purchase by foreign own- 
ers powers for war purposes so that 
these. once formidable fighting ma- 
chines were sold for the material usd 
in their construction. In these days 
of progressive improvement in fight- 
ing craft there ir- no telling how soon 
the most costly vessels will become 
useless The fleets of certain nationa 
are much more imposing in the ad- 
miralty list than they are in reality. 
It was scarcely thought when the 
Sans Parell was launched that she 
would be sold for jnok in twenty 
years. A similar fate may await the 
mammoth Dreadnoughts of the navy.

These figures of 
exporta include only the domestic pro- 
ducts exported, but do not include the 
foreign or colonial merchandise 
brought into the country and re-ex- 
ported. 

The total imports of the countries 
other than the United States are giv- 
en aa $12,513,143,000 and the share of 
these importe drawn from the United 
States $1,798,838,000 or 14.37 per cent 
of the total. The total exports of the 
countriee other tban the United States 
are given as $10,778,466,000, and the 
share vent to the United States at 
$1,031,113,000, or 9.57 per cent of the 
total.

“It should be located to afford a 
southern exposure, so that during 
the winter months plenty of warm 
sunlight can be reflected into the 
building. The structure itself should 
be vo designed to eliminate as much 
exposure to cold winds as poselible 
Bo that the temperature can be main-: 
tained as even as practicable. . 

The plans herewith show one of 
the poultry houses I have had in use 
for a number of years, says a poultry 
rs'*er, in Prairie Farmer. It was 
one of the first buildings I construc-

ed und“ T have been so well pleased 
with this design that I have con- 
structed others on the same prin- 
ciple, One of the great features in 
favor of this plan of a poultry house 
is that it affords a large amount of 
floor space at reasonable cost, and 
al the same time supplies all the re- 
quirements ‘necessary for the com- 
fort of the fowls. : 

The building herewith shown is 
18x30, with 7-foot posts in front, 
and. 3-foot posts in the rear. Before 
‘the construction of the building was 
begun, a foundation as laid by ex- 
cavating a small trench 18 inches 
wide and 20 inches deep. This trench 
was filled with small cobble stone for 
the foundation for the building. Up- 
on this foundation a concrete wall 
was constructed 10 inches high and 
8 inches wide. ^ 

The main frame work was cón- 
structed of 2x4 material with the

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Voracity of Black Bass, 

The black bass fs like "a roaring 
lion going about seeking whom he 
may devour,” says a writer In Field 
and Stream. “I have seen a good- 
sized specimen go into a school of 
minnows and eat and stuff until he 
could not get any more into his ca- 
nanlous insides, then go off by him- 
self, tmıaw up what he had eaten 
and begin over again, after which he 
would keep on killing the poor, in- 
nocent minnows apparently for the 
mere pleasure of killing. Very young 
bass will attack minute water plants 
and get away with every one in sight, 
adopting the same method as their 
elders. To illustrate the extent of 
the-cannibalism of the black bass, 
here is an experience of a superin- 
tendent of one of the fish hatcherles 
in Pennsylvania: 

The superintedent made an act- 
ual count of 20,000 young bass about 
an Inch long and placed them in a 
fry pond by themselves. He gave 
them food six times a day, and, ac- 
cording to his statement, each fish 
ate on an average three times its 
own welght of prepared food every 
twenty-four hours, They were placed 
in a pond on July 1, and on October 
1, when they were taken out, there 
were only 11,000, and the record 
showed that less than 200 died from 
sickness. It 1s reasonable to sup- 
pose, therefore, that, in addition to 
the food given them by the superin- 
tendent, there were.about 9,000 bass 
devoured by their stronger and more 
fortunate companions." 


What Becomes of Old Shoes. 


What becomes of all the old shoes 
is a question quite as puzzling as 
where all the pins go. Old shoea, 
however, really have an Important 
place in the trade world and serve 
numerous useful purposes, says the 
Chicago Tribune. 

They are all cut in. small pieces 
and put to soak for a couple of days 
lu chloride of sulphur, which makes 
the leather hard and brittle. 

It is then washed off with tepid 
water, dried and ground to a fine 
powder, which la mixed with an ad- 
hesive substance, such as glue or 
shellac, or a thick solution of gum. 
The materia) ls then put into moulds 
to form combs, buttons and a variety 
of useful things that are supposed to 
be made of rubber. 

Old leather !s used to make prus- 
sic potash. It is put into a large iron 
pot and heated with pearl ash and 
old iron books. The soluble portions 
are dissolved out, the salt that re- 
sults is added to one of iron, and 
Prussian blue, used either for dyeing 
purposes or as a pigment, is made. 

By another process of reducing the 
leather to powder it is converted 
again into an artificial leather which 
is used in making the cheaper grade 
of shoes. 


Origin of a Modern Phrase.

3 
but since Indian corn came tu the 
front in this field we are enabled to 
export a goodly quantity of this pro- 
duct, while foreign glucose made irom 
rice, wheat, potato, and sago starches 
cannot compete with that of our own 
manufacture. 

But atter a time chemists discov- 
ered that this little germ contained 
an oll which was worth more than the 
other constituents—that in proportion 
to its weight it was the most valuable 
portion of the grain. It is now sub- 
jected to high pressure, and a rich 
golden oil is extracted. When purl- 
fied by distillation it is so sweet that 
it may be acceptably used for salids; 
It should be sold for this purpose un- 
Its own name, though too often it is 

ot. It will stand longer than most 
vegetable oils without becoming ran- 
cid, and is now manufactured in the 
United States in goodly quantities, 
Last year we exported 3,222,875 gal- 
lons. 

Corn oll, vulcanized, forms the basis

Detecting Renovated Butter. 


Analytical chemists find it difficult 
to detect renovated butter by the 
tests which are entirely satisfactory 
in testing oleo, but. photography sur- 
mounts this difficulty. . Pure freshly- 
made butter contains only shapeless S 
or uncrystallized fat, but any. heat- 
ing process such as is followed in 
renovation and running in of milk, 
immediately generates fat crystals. 
In oleo the crystals of meat fat are 
added to the cottonseed oll. Light 
passed through pure unrenovated 
butter appears dull and translucent, 
but whon there are crystals in it 
bright and dark spots appear mak- 
ing a pecullarly shaded picture. By 
this process deviled butter can. be 
detected readily enough to convince 
anyone of ordinary observation 
Indiana Farmer.

He found that although it 1 
would not pay the farmers to milk 
three times n day, the milk should be 
drawn every twelve hours for best 
results. The longer milk remains in 
the udder the less butter fat it will 
contain when drawn, so when the 
milking time ts let run over time a 
few hours considerable is lost in 
quality; and this is not made up at 
tbe next milking, so that there is no 
way of regalning it.

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s th® history of Joseph upsets 
that misconception. He was no 
“sissy.” He did not die young. He 
was not a feeble, flabbly, uninterest- 
ing. incápable, do-nothing. With a 
spotless character against which no 
word can be spoken, he was one of 
the most adrolt politicians" in the 
best sense of that term that the 
world has ever seen. He became tho 
head and front of one of the most 
learned, powerful and prosperous 
kingdoms of antiquity. At seventeen 
years of age he went out from his 
father’s house, to spend the next 
thirteen years as a slave in Egypt or 
a prisoner in unjust confinement, but 
at the end of that time, before ho 
was thirty years old he put on royal 
purple, rode in regal chariot, and 
was everywhere acknowleged as a 
great, powerful, ambitious, far-see- 
ing man, who had risen by his own 
wit and worth to the premiership, a 
ruler in his own right. He wore his 
honors as to the manner born. He 
was as stately as any Pharoah of 
them all. When was there such an- 
other monopolist, with income taxes 
so enormous. His word was law, and 
bis law was final. When, in the his- 
tory of the world, did vice have a 
career like that. He “cornered” grain 
In Egypt for seven years, but he 
saved a nation in a time of famine 
and kept them alive for seven years, 
when they would otherwise have per- 
ished Uke senseless sheep. Joseph's 
far-sighted sagacity put In operation 
to-day in Oriental lands, where the 
people live from hand to mouth, re- 
gardless of the future, would put an 
end to the awful famines that deso- 
late those lands. Until thts petted, 
dreaming Israelite had arrived Egypt 
the granary of the world, had stum- 
bled on, heedless of the first princi- 
ples of political economy, gorged 
with food at one season, starving by 
thousands at another, wlthout in- 
telligence enough to save a grain for 
future use. But when this boy, who 
had been the dreamer by the water 
courses of Canaan, put hls hand on 
the helm of government a new order 
of things was Introduced, and when 
Iamlne sWooped down upon the 
known world, and the nations cried 
aloud for food, the storehouses of 
Egypt, bursting with yellow grain 
gave practical illustration of the far- 
sightedness of this original monopo- 
list. This Sir Galahad of old Egypt 
was a statesman of a most magnifi- 
cent pattern. 

But it took him a long time to get 
there. There was a dreary interval 
of thirteen years before the dream of 
his childhood was fulfilled. One 
would think that his heart would 
have broken; but he beid himself 
firmly, and in servitude and prison, 
never lost his inspiring vision, but 
made them his opportunity for devel- 
opment. It takes time for some 
dreams to come true. Joseph at sev- 
enteen was not capable of realizing 
his vision. Some men can be made 
fit for some dreams in two days. 
But dreams like that of Joseph re- 
quire time. It took thirteen years on 
the treadmill, thirteen years disci- 
pline, thirteen years weaning from 
old affections and associations to 
manufacture the ruler of a nation, 
and the teacher of kings. You can 
afford to wait, if you wait for great 
things. They who are destined te 
wear royal attire must expect royal 
training and discipline. 

As we look at it, it seems a dreary 

| iak of time ang material. We 
think Joseph could have stepped inte 
his high position before he did. But 
we do not see the whole case, the 
temptations which beset it, the dit- 
ficulties that surround it, the collat- 
eral bearlogs and fssues. To be the 
feeder of nations, the benefactors of 
millions, the saviour of peoples, 
quires characteriatics of a peculiar 
sort, amd he whe holds that place 
must be of cleam hands and a pure 
heart together with a clear head. Asd 
those advantages are not developed 
in a het-house, and brought to ma- 
turity in an heur. So every year that 
went by brought its measure ef 
solidity, and tenderness and refine- 
ment, and maniiness, and capacity 
until the clock of destiny struck.

Moreover, it confers its properties 
more or leas upon copper and silver 
when these metals are alloyed with 
it. Thus, for example, twelve karat 
gold will withstand the action of 
nitric acid and the atmosphere at 
ordinary te emperature, but some of 
the copper wil! be oxidized during 
annealing. Nine parts of gold may

Remarkable Results Achieved by 

Modern Agricultural Experts. 

The achievements of the plant 
breeders in the development of pedi- 
gree seeds are, quite wonderful con- 
sidering the difficulty of fixing perm- 
anently  oharacteristics resulting 
from hybridization. 

For instance, when species of rye 
with different types of heads are 
crossed it is found that the female 


| parent was neither alone nor most 
| prominent. when exerting its influ- 
| ence on the product and its progeny, 


In about one-half of the plants of 
the first generation of rye crosses 


| the type of head and form of seed of 


the male parent was prevalent, while 


| In the other half the same characters 


of the female parent predominated. 

In the second generation the indi- 
viduals split up into groups showing 
type of either one parent or the 
other or both together: 

One-fourth of the number of indi- 
viduals showed the spike characters 
of the female parent, one-fourth 
those of the. male parent and one- 
half intermediate forms.

Sixty years ago, corn waz co. 
ered suitable only for corr e lwo 
the nourishment of animals, aun t 
manufacture of whisky. Now, now 
ever, multitudes of by-products fad 
their bases in this, our national grtn 
Thirty years ago there was practiv2ily 
no glucose manufactured in Aus! 
but since Indian coru cane to the 
front in this field we are enabled to- 
export a goodly quantity of this pro- 
duct, while foreign glucose made irom 
rice, wheat, potato, and sago starcnes 
cannot compete with that of our own 
manufacture, 

But atter a time chemists discov- 
ered that this little germ contained 
an oll which was worth more than the 
other constituents—that in proportion 
to its weight it was the most valuable 
portion of the grain. It is now sub- 
jected to high pressure, and a rich 
golden oil is extracted. When purl- 
fied by distillation it is so sweet that 
it may be acceptably used for salids, 
It should be sold for this purpose un- 
its own name, though too often it Is 
not. It will stand longer than most 
vegetable oils without becoming ran- 
eld. and is now manufactured iu the 
United States in goodly quantities, 
Last year we exported 3,222,875 gal- 
lons. 

Corn oll, vulcanized, forms the basis 
for a substitute for tubber, a substi- 
tute which, being compounded with 
sixty per cent of commercial rubLer, 
is used in the manufacture of rubber 
boots, tires, blankets,- lineoleum, and 
other similar articles. A large per- 
centage of the crude oil is used by 
soapmakers, and the residue make: a 
valyable food for cattle. Of the c.rn 
oll, cake, and meal we exported last 
year 14,014,885 pounds, E 

In Spanish war times it was found 
that the pith of the American ccrn- 
stalk made the best possible mater- 
jal for packing between the plates of 
warships. It not only presented a 
barrier difficult of penetration by the 
enemy's guns, but when an aperture 
was actually made, the absorbent 
qualities of the pith came Into full 
play in the water to which It was now 
exposed, and it would often swel! suf- 
ficiently to close the hole temporarily. 

Another use for this pith has dow 
been found in the manufacture of 
high-grade paper. Abundant ex, ert- 
ments have demonstrated its vale 
this purpose, and a large plant will 
soon be built for its manniacture, 
Machinery will go into the field, cut 
off the leaves, husk the ews, and bind 
the stalks into bundles. These will 
then be sent to the depithing plant 
where, after passing through several 
processes, the pith will be roiled Into 
sheets and converted into paper, while 
the outside fiber will be used for mak- 
ing box-board. The cost of manutae- 
turing paper from corn-stalks will be 
about twenty-five dollars a ton, which 
is about one-third the cost of making 
it from rags or pulp. 

The principle underlying the scicn- 
tific method is the choosing of the 
finest seed from n given race. This 18 
planted in an Isolated location, and 
the corn highly cultivated and care- 
fully harvested. Again the following 
year the process Is repeated, this time 
by planting only the middle kernels of 
the most perfect ears selected from 
the preceding crop. 

Another wonderful record has been 
attained in the production of the Im- 
proved seed. In order to test this 
matter, three hundred acres was 
planted in Southern Illinois with 
pedigreed seed. The average yleld of 
the other fields on the same farm was 
about thirty bushels to the acre, while 
the yield from the improved seed was 
over sixty bushels, bringing the wise 
farmer a net profit of four thousand 
dollars from the cholce of seed nlone, 
the cultivation, condition of soll, etc., 
being a about the same in all the flelds?

New Toilet Dangers. 

A large number of deaths and cases 
of blindness have been caused of late 
in the United States by the consump- 
tlon and employment of wood alcohol. 
This alcohol is now used very exten- 
sively, and statistics show that it has 
actually caused some two hundred 
deaths. Not only is the consumption 
thus fatal, but the fumes which arise 
from it are dangerous and may pro- 
duce blindness, As wood alcohol en- 
ters very largely into the cheaper lini- 
ments, hair tonics, cosmetics, per- 
fumes, et cetera, It will be seen how 
great is the danger.

Statues of Egypt. 

A sclentist has discovered four hun- 
dred and fifty statues of al) sizes at 
Karnak, Egypt. They are of granite, 
limestone, basalt, breccia,  peir fied 
wood, ivory, bronze, et cetera. Ainong 
other finds are ten sphinxes of gran- 
ite, alabaster and limestone, images 
of sacred animals, vases, altars, obe- 
Msks, jewels, and portrait statues, 
They were found in a sort of duch, 
and throw new light on the twenty~ 
second dynasty. 


Strikes Without Killing. 

A bullet that hits the mark but 
does not kill has just been invented 
by Dr. Deirliers of Paris. The detalla 
of its construction are not mention- 
ed, but it fa said to be hollow, and 
enn be used several times. In a test 
for duel practice pistols were used 
with, steel guards resembling a 
sword’. hilt, because, although the 
bullets does not penetrate the cloth- 
ing it will wound naked flesh. Both 
men wore goggles, 
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With a View of qualifying candi- 
dates for the Indian Forestry Service 
the University of Oxford has eatab- 
lished a thr r course in forestry, 
two years of which must be spent 


at the University and one year on 
the Continent in practical work. The 


Indian Forestry Service offers excep-. 
tional opportunities for young. men, 
inasmuch as the appointments are by 
competitive civil service examination 
and the salaries paid range from 
$1,500 to $10,000 a year, and fur- 
thermore a pension of $2,500 per an- 
num may be obtained after twenty- 
two years of service, regardless of 
age. 


In a Day's Hunt. 

A remarkable hunt which took 
place In the northern part of 
Coahuila is reported from Monclova. 
in that State. «A party, of which 
about seventy-five were hunters, 
went on a deer hunt through the 
mountains, being out eight days. The 
seventy-five hunters killed 800 deer, 
an average of 100 a day, or more 
than one deer a man a day.—Mexl- 
can Herald. 


Developing Natural Forces. 

The Kjelin electric furnace for the 
production of steel is about to be 
utilized on a large scale in Sweden, 
states the London Times. This is to 
be done in connection with the de- 
velopment of the immense water 
power of Tralhatta near the exten- 
sive ore deposits in Nordland. 


Tuberculosis in London. 


Notwithstanding its fogs, London 
has a lower mortality from tubercu- 
losis than other European capitals. 
In 1904 it was only 166 per 100,000 
inhabitants, as against 257.6 in Ber- 
lin, 254 in Milan, 256 in Madrid, 314 
in Vienna, 383 in Paris, 387 in Mos- 
cow. 


An Inhabited Crater. 


About. 20,000 people live In the 
crater of an extinct volcano in Ja- 
pan. They dwell contentedly in this 
pit-like town, surrounded by a verti- 
cal wall 80 feet high, rarely making 
a journey into the outer world, and 
practically forming a little commu- 
nity by themselves. 


Courting in Spain.

Two hundred sailors of the Bos- 
ton, on shore leave in San Francisco, 
found the bay too rough to get to 
the ship In their boats and could not 
ralse $5 among them with which to 
hire a tug, so they had to stay ashore 
all night. 


Japan's Sardine Commerce. 


Large sardine canneries have been 
started at Nagaskl, Japan, with a 
view to exporting the fish to Europe. 
The flavor, however, is not good, and 
the prices are too high as yet to com- 
pete with the Mediterranean prod- 
uct.

Acts aa Labor Saver and the Cows 
| Axe Made Comfortable: — 
| . From experlence gained by. prac- 


tical daitymen who have been in the 
liabit of allowing their cows the free- 


dom of-a closed shed or covered barn 

; yard and uà&ing the stable only at 
milking time. It has been found that 
the cows kept much cleaner than 
when stabled and that the milking 
stable is in a more sanitary condi- 
uon. making it easter to produce 
clean milk. 

By this method there is less difi- 
culty in providing cows with an ab- 
undance Of fresh air, and they are 
more vigorous and healthy and have 
better appetites than when kept in 
the stable. Since they .can move 
about and get exercise they will not 
suffer in cold weather if the temper- 
aturé is somewhat lower than in the 
ordinary labor, Labor ie saved, as 
the shed can be bedded much more 
easily and quickly than can stalls 
there is little stable cleaning to be 
done, and the manure is hauled di- 
rectly from the shed to the fleld at 
any time moat convenient and when 
least damage is done the land by 
tramping. -Another advantage is the 
saving of fertility much more com- 
pletely. 


Some Facts About the Dalry.

communities. An acre of good beets | 
will yield from fifteen to twenty | 
tons to the acre.—-Field and Farm. | 


Detecting Renovated Butter. 


Analytical chemists find it difficult | 
to detect renovated butter by the | 
tests which are entirely satisfactory | 
in testing oleo, but photography sur- | 
mounts this difficulty, Pure treahly- 
made butter containa only shapelesa 
or uncrystallized fat, but any. heat- 
ing process such as is followed in 
renovation and running in of milk, 
immediately generates fat crystals. | 
In oleo the crystals of meat fat are 
added to the cottonseed oll. Light 
passed through pure unrenovated 
butter appears dull and translucent, 
but when there are crystals in it 
bright and dark spots appear mak- 
ing a pecullarly shaded picture. By 
thig process deviled butter can be 
detected readily enough to convince 
anyone of ordinary observation 
[Indiana Farmer.

Ellis H. Roberts, Treasurer of the 
United States; Oharter number 39; 
Treasury number K 5495; Bank num- 
ber 292820; portrait of MoKinley. 

This counterfeit is apparently a 
lithographic production, The paper 
is composed of three sheets, two of 
very light tissue and one piece. A 
fow silk threads have been distributed 
between the sheets, The portrait is 
very poorly executed and should be 
the means of readily detecting the 
note, The counterfeit is nearly a 
quarter of an inch smaller than the 
genuine, The number, red letter and 
seal on the faoe of notesare light 
pink inbtend of dark red and car: 
mine, The back of the note is more 
deceptive than the face, but isa ligh- 
ter shade of green than tho genuine.

It is a well-worn and much ac- 
cepted maxim that “Revenge is 
sweet.” Robert Burns _ poetically 
wrote of one who Nursed his wrath 
to keep it warm," and even Moses 
in the formulation of Levitical juris- 
prudence made the law of justice 
read An eye for an eye, and a tooth 
for a tooth." There was no such 
thing as forgiveness known to the 
early twilight of the world, and it 
was not until 4000 years after that 
One was heard to enunciate the.sub- 
lime doctrine, Forgive and Forget. 

How then shall we account for the 
conduct of Joseph when at length 
he had his perfidious brothers in his 
power? See what he might have 
done! He might have said, ''You 
scoundrels! I have you at last! For 
20 years I have waited for this day. 
You put me in a pit once. I will put 
you in the deepest Egyptian dun- 
geon; you sold me once into slevery, 
I will make you the slave of slaves; 
you taunted me with being a 
dreamer once, I will teach you that 
I am wide awake, at present; you 
shall never escape my vengence 
again.” That would have been the 
speech of his day and time. That 
would have been considered by all 
his contemporaries the langu of 
elementary justice. Not vengenco 
but alphabetical justice—Jjustice at 
its lowest point. “Good enough for 
them,” would have been the uni- 
versal verdict. It would have been 
considered a simple case of reaping 
what they had sown. 

But this is precisely what Joseph 
did not do. When his brothers were 
at his mercy, and he had but to nod 
to the attendants, and they would 
have been ‘rushed to prison and to

Nevor 
was there auch tact—he sent every 
Egyptian out of the room when he 
made himself known to his brethren. 
Never was there guch forgiveness— 
he gives his brothers no chance to 


peiition for it, he takes the words | 


out of thelr mouth, he forgives them 
so completely that they appear never 
to have sinned, for he declares his 
conviction that it was not they that 
sent him hither, but God. If there 


ever was a white lie there was one. 


For it was a statement that decelved 
no one, and it consoled the remorse- 
ful and strengthened the fainting 
heart. Their sin and shame is for 
& moment resurrected by the ruler 
of Egypt, only to be buried out of 
sight and soui.d forever. Joseph 
forgave and forgot magnificently. 
How many people are there to-day 
up to that standard? In the harsh 
experiences of life how often the 
milk of human kindness turns sour. 
Here is a man who was exiled from 
home, íll-treated by relatives and 
friends. thrown into pain, sorrow, 
false accusation, imprisonment, dero- 
lation, and that when he was only a 
boy in years, who yet comes out of 
the process tender as a woman, sensi- 
tive as a flower, responsive as the 
strings of an Instrument to the touch 
of human fingers. When we get 
slighted, neglected, insulted, we 
ow peevish, censorious, distrust- 
ful, offended. We announce that we 
cannot get over ít. We snub thaso 
who snub us, wé cut those who cut 
us, we glare at those who glare at- 
us. Not satisfied with mere justice, 
we like just a little revenge. We 
perhaps would not inflict it ourselves, 
but it our enemy should somehow 
er other get tripped up and fall part 
way into a pit, far enough. so that 
he would be frightened half to 
death, and be obliged to cal] on ue 
to help him out, aur Sympathy would 
not be aroused to any great extent: 
We bury the hatchet, but we leave 
the handle out in anticipation of the 
time when we shall need it again. 
What a picture this story presents 
of reconciliation. It is a beautiful 
picture of brethren long alienated 
coming together again. Joseph 
shows the grandeur of his character 
In finding an excuse for all the Injury 
done him, and sets an example 
worthy of all imitation for the war- 
ring, scratching, Wack-biting, schem- 
ing, glowering, criticising, snap- 
ping, depreciating, undermining sons 
of mex. This was no temporary 
whitewashing, overlooking, patching 
up, glossing over, of the wrong do- 
ing. Joseph went right to the base 
of things and tore it out root and 
branch. In the expressive language 
of the street he said, Forget it! He 
went further. He brought the whole 
family down to Egypt, where 1n the 
fat fields of Goshen they could bask 
in the warm radiance of-his prosper- 
ity. He was not ashamed of his old 
father, but introduced him proudly 
to the Egyptian court. He did not 
blazon the faults of his brothers, but 
buried it in a bottomless tomb, and 
through all the subsequent yeara 
he bestowed upon his own fleah and 
blood his choicest blessings, and left 
Instruetions that when the family 
returned to their own land. 
they should bear his body with them,

The propensity of man to enslave 
his brother has been universally ob- 
served. Notwithstanding the trite 
saying, that, "all men are created 
free and equal," human slavery has 
been practiced In some form by prac- 
tically all nations, Though all men 
claim a common origin, the family 
tie has been loosely held or utterly 
repudiated, and strong men have 
enslaved weak men, white men have 
riveted fetters upon dlack men, 
aristocrats have trodden’ upon ple- 
beians, The Scriptures have been 
brought-1nto the court of public 
opinion and made to testify that God 
made some people to serve, and 
others to be served. It has been 
argued the the Creator intended 
some nations to be “hewers of wood 
and drawers of water," and that to 
attempt to escape from that condi- 
tion ia to fly in the face of provi- 
dence and scout the will of the Al- 
mighty. . Doctors of divinity have 
been known to preach learnedly that 
"slavery was a divine institution," 
and “men stealers" have been pro- 
tected and encouraged by law. 

Yet where on earth is there a 
sadder spectacle than a captive man 
or nation. What value is there in 
health it its possessor has to rise to 
his work at the sound of a horn, 
and be driven to it with the crack 
of a whip?. If a man has,no right to 
his wife or his children; if he must 
see them set up at auction and sold 
to the highest bidder; if he must 
hear his own mother cry for mercy, 
and see her struck down by the slave 
drivers whip, what wonder that men 
and nations have risen in rebellion 
at the spectacle and made the altars | 
of liberty red with blood, preferring | 
death to bondage. | 

This was at one time the condition 
of the Israelites in Egypt. Going 
Into that land, few in number, one of 
their own nation the prime minister 
of the country, settling down in the 
fat pasture land of Goshen, they had 
multiplied with such rapidity that 
within $00 years they numbered 
probably 2,000,000 souls. Then, 
little by little, the Egyptians en- 
croached upon their liberties, until 
in the end they were weak, dis- 
spirited, overwhelmed, a down-trod- 
den race of slaves, Theywere held In 
the grip of Egyptian bondage, and 
were the scullions, the scavengers, 
the brickmakers and stone-cutters | 
of that realm. 

Egypt was a place famous through- 
out the world for its palaces, its pyra-

temples. But-what was all that to a

The mortar of | 
their mighty pyramids was 
mixed with the blood of young | 
men and maidens, old men and ma- 
trons. In every zephyr they heard 
the sobs of the captive. Doubt- 
less the Egyptians were enam- | 
ored of their country. They | 
were prosperous beyond the dreams 
of avarice. They had a multitude of 
servitors to do their bidding, to fan 
them when they slept, to dress and 
feed them when they woke. There 
was not an Egyptian heart that was 
not light; there was not a Hebrew 
heart that was not heavy. Such 
was the condition of a whole nation 
for 260 years. Gradually the op- 
pression was made more und more 
unendurable, until at length the in- 
famous scheme was put in operation 
to limit the population of the slaves 
by strangling every male child at its 
birth. It was the crowning act of 
perfidy on the part of the slave: 
holders, 'the cry of the children“ 
moved the powers of the iniverse. 

And yet there is a bondage more | 
humiliating, more miserable, more 
cursed than that of the Israelites. 
Many a man whose skin happens to 
be white 1s a bigger, blacker, baser 
slave than any negro who has tolled 
in the cotton flelds of the Bouth, or 
the slime pits of Egypt. And many 
a nation, boasting of its history and 
glorious achievements, proud. of its 
position among the tribes of men, 
will be remembered ih the archives 
of the future as & nation of slaves 
Slaves of gold, slaves of lust, slaves | 
of drunkenness, slaves of public | 
opinion, how many such nations there | 
are to-day on this plinet, The gen- | 
erations of the future will look back 


and wonder why with all our boasted | , 


civilization, we allowed some of the 
20th century crimes against woman- 
hood, against childhood, against em- | 
ployees, against foreigners, against | 
the black man, the brown man, the 
yellow man to extat, What will they | 
say of our labor laws, of our liquor 
laws, of our divorce laws, of our tax 
laws, of our school laws, of our suff- 
rage laws, of our immigration laws, 
of our railroad laws, of our inter- 
state commerce laws, of our tariff 
laws? What will they think of our 
Sunday, of our pestiferous criminal 
court trials, of our newspapers, of 
our Congress? Who among the men 
whom we call great will they crown 
with honor. and who among our 
leaders will they hurl into the dusi?

THE HORSE FOR SERVICE, 


Points to be Considered in Testing 


Good Wearing Qualities. 


A bulletin by the Canadiaa Agri- 
cultura] Station says that the short 
ribbed horse is never in proportion 
to be a good horse. that such a horse 
has not the stomach to contain Buc- 
culent food to serve him from one 
meal to another.

Turtles are Miei captured at night 


is the time they go on the shore to lay 
their eggs. They select a smooth, 
sandy beach, dig holes in the saud, 
deposit their eggs there and Jeave them 
to be hatched py the heat of the sand. 

When the turtlés are on ‘shore for this 
purpose the hnnters. come upon them 
and they are easily overtaken, for tur- 
tles are slow movers, The hunters 
have not very strenuous undertaking. 

All that ia necessary to be done is to 
turn the turtles on their backs and 
leave them until the next day, when 
they sre removed, 

Another more onrious way of catch - 
ing turtles, aocordng to the Washington 
Star, is by fishing by the remora,a 
fish found in tropical Waters. The 
popular name of this fish and the one 
by which the children of these coun- 
trie call them is the sucking « fish. 
This name is given to them on account 
of a dish on their heads, by which 
they can attrack themselves to any 
surface, like the side of a shark,a sbip 
or the shell.of a turtle. This disk is 
like the soft leather '*suckers''that 
are popniar with schoolboys. when 
this fish has once attached himself to 
any thing you can pull him to pieces 
rather than force him to release his 
hold. 

Turtle hunters go in boats and carry 
several of these remoras in tnbs. When 
they see a turtie and get near him the 
sucker is sent after him. He is held 
by the ring-on his tail, which in turn 
is attached by a stont cord. Soon the 
fish is securely fastened to -the shell 
on the turtle and turtle and fish are 
hauled into the boat together. Once 
in the air the remora loosen hia hold 
and it dropped back into the tub to 
rest until another turtie is sighted.

BITHULITHIG PAVEMENT ge 


Wanted. Taxpayers Willing To dx 
The increased Cost. Revised Dids 
Submitted. Former Bids Slight- 
ly Lowered. 


At a meeting of the City Council 
last Friday evening quite a number 
of prominent citizens appeared to dis- 
ouss further the street paving qnes- 
tion. Hon. Wm. H. Jackson and 
Postmaster M. A. Humphreys and 
others were present in the interest 
of the tax payers of Camden. 

Messrs. W. B. Miller, John D. Wil- 
liams, Dean W. Perdue, Samuel A. 
Graham, with several others were 
there from N. Division street. A 
general digoussion of the subjeot de- 
veloped the fact thata majority of 
the tax payers on these streets were 
in favor of the use of bitulithic in- 
stead of brick, even when it was 
shown that the cost of the bitulithio 
would be at least ten per cent more 
than the brick; one large tax payer 
going so far as to say that he would 
resist to the extent of, going into 
Oourt the use of any material other 
than bitulithic. 

Letters were read from prominent 
citizens of other places where bituli- 


thic had been used, which refused |: 


the statement that has been urged 
against bitulithic to the effeot that it 
imparted a fine black dust which is 
injurious to health and furniture. 
After thoroughly discussing the ques- 
tion with the Counoil it was left 
with them for final action. The War- 
ren Brothers Oo., through their re- 
presentative Mr. Horn presented a 
revised proposition from his company. 
And stated that it was impossibie to 
make the price of bitulithic less than 
$2.55 per square yard but that his oom- 
pany would agree to deduct from 
their bid $1000 on the sewerage vo be 
done under the streets. 

Sweeten and Co., who were the bid- 
ders on the. brick pavement also agree 
to reduce their bid $1500 on oertain 
parts of the work with the price of 
brick pavements to remain at $2.90 
per square yard. After being revised 
he figures now before the Council are 
as follows; For bitulitho, $53,174.- 
95; for brick, $48,376.87, a difference 
for $4,798.08 in favor of brick. An- 
other delegation of property owners 
on Main Streét, extended, consisting 
of Messrs. D. 8. Wroten, Phillip Bros. 
Perdue and Gunby, and others ap- 
peared before the Council and objec- 
ted to the paving of this street with 
brick. These gentlemen said they 
preferrcd.shellas to brick on account 
of the expense but if the Council de- 
termined to improve this street, they 
preferred paying the extra cost of ten 
per cent and have the bitulitbio.

The newspaper 
reports that have gone out have done 
injustice to the Exposition. The Gov- 
ernment pier, which ia the greatest 
pieco of work here, the work being 
done by the Government, is incom- 
plete, but they are making great pro-" 
gross on it, and already we are using 
it for practical purposes, though it 
is not a source of ornament as yet to 
the grounds.

It will be necessary to secure the ser- 
vices of engineers to make a survey 
ofthe Bay and lands that may be 
affected before any further steps can 
be tagen. : 

Opinions were much varied as to 
the cost of building the inlet. Some 
of the people who are supposed to be 
well informed think it can be done 
as low as $25,000. Others however 
seem to think it will cost from $50,- 
000 to $100, 000.

War On Postal Rates.

May 26'07—(Exodus 2.1-15). 


The greatest man of Old Testa- 
ment hístory is undoubtedly Moses. 
Judged by any standard he looms 
magnificently. He was preeminent 
wisdom, in statesmanship, in meek- 
ness, in politics. As a military 
leader he has never been surpassed, 
the jurisprudence of the world is 
based upon his book of laws. He lived 
3000 years ago, but haa a mightier 
influence in the twentieth century of 
this era than he had when he led 
2,000,000 slaves out of the land of 
bondage, and created a nation out 
of an undisciplined mob. 

And yet, how little prospect was 
there of such a career at his birth. 
He was born a slave, and came into 
the world at the most inauspicious 
moment. The slaveholders of Egypt 
had decreed that every male child 
should be thrown to the crocodiles of 
the river Nile, and that sluggish 
stream ran blood. It was a ready- 
made grave. There was bat a 
splash, a few bubbles on the surface, 
and all was over.

But the mother of Moses looking 
upon his beautiful face was inspired
